cares within thy ordering decrees of hu- 
man affairs, and only hope that by an 
humiliating refignation to thy will, to 
find the folacing reft that peace in faith 
can fully fupply.

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who. has fallen within thy juft difploa- 
; fare — even my huflband, who received 
m'e at thy command. Grant, O righteous 
father, of beneficence ! that hy a perpe- 
, tual fenfe of his crime, and a fincerity 
(rf heart to bewail his deeds, which are 
douded with the tranfgreflion of thy high 
commandment, he may be enabled to 
"^vafli away the ftains of guilt which pol-

Cain and Mahala being retired to th^ 
fhelter of the palm-tree, there com- 
muned with each other on fpiritual 
.matters, and fpentthe day in prayers 
to Almighty God, fo far was compunc- 
tion feated in the bread of the mourn- 
ing fratricide ; to bring about which, 
the afiFability and perfuafive doflrine of 
truth and pure maxims of finceri^y of 
heart, the wife of his bofom, did not a 
little contribute. So far 'tis plain that 
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any piirfoa endowed with purity of un- 
derilandtBg in the knowledge of celef- 
tial things, may, with certainty, con- 
vert an erring partner, whether hufband 
or wife. For, as the hard and impene- 
trable marble is worn by the gentle 
dropping of a foft light liquid, fo i* 
the ferocity of human creatures tamed 
by gentle and Toothing advice and ad- 
monition ; or, as the lion in the foreft 
who can force down the lofty pine, 
and take his prey within the fight of an 
aflbciated army of enemies, without 
fear, and regardlefs of all dbftruftions, 
yet, by the fubtilty of the herdfman's 
:net, is conquered by weak cords that 
have nothing to recomihcnd their fure- 
tyfihip btit a variety of knotting ; for 
^c number, when altogether exerting 
j ftreDgth, do with eafe fecure the 

noble 




noble animal, and fubjefl him to fear 
and death ; fo that the fhepherd is with 
,eafe mafter of the foreft king, who late- 
ly made the numerous wild inhabitants 
quake at his roar, is now no more a 
terror, but dies ignominioufly without 
attacking even the iimple ibeep-dog 
who attends his mafter to worry the fa- 
tigued and panting animal. Juft fo 
Was the hard and rugged brows of 
Cain overcome by the foft and gentle 
rebukes, admonitions, councils, and 
tendemefs of his wife — for indeed his 
fiercenefs was overpowered by the li^- 
cred tenets infufed into his troubled 
conceptive faculties by his innocent 
partner; who, notwithftanding her lit- 
tle knowledge of the pangs of guilt, yet 
had words of fpiritual truths fo as to 
entangle hii^ in a net of knowledge 

of 
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of that which was certain death to his 
carnal inclinations ; for if he had not 
died in the flefti, he could not be quick- 
ened in the fpirit — a' maxim that can 
never be out of rule with all the tribe 
of innumerable tranfgreffors, notwith- 
ftaiiding the vague pretence of fpecious 
fophiftry. 

In many inftances was Cain con- 
vinced, and gave eager hearing to Ma- 
hala ; but yet he eould in no wife efface 
the terrific mark of God imprinted on 
his forehead — in vain he endeavoured to 
wafh away the frightfulnefs of his phy^ 
fiognomy, but as oft found it was im- 
prafticable — for the ftains of heinous 
crimes can in no wife be made clean, 
unlefs purged by long and continued 
habits of repenting forrow and contri- 

tion 
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ion of heart; therefore the cafual re- 
pentant cannot remove fo eafi-Iy, s» he 
7ould fondly indulge his imaginations, 
Lntil the Deity views the heart as 
leanfed from pollution ; for a man's 
ifetenfions to be virtuous, good, or 
)enitent, have no efficacy to importune 
lis confcience to be lilent in her fevcre 
eftures of reprehenlion. So it was yet 
vith Cain ; he knew not the proof of 
lis {lability, for light and darknefs al- 
ernately had guidance of his paths : 
lor could he afcertain his refolves for a 

* 

ingle day, fo new was the profelBon 
le had learned, and fo precarious are 
he various paths that lead out of the 
Oad of fpiritual life, to that of endlefs 
leftruftion; for the enemy of our na- 
ure is more affiduous to gain' over the 
•'eclaimed finner, than he is to feduce 

inno« 
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innocence ; fo great is his defire tQ 
plunge human beings into the curfe of 
his everlafting doom of terror, horror, 
and torment, befide the unrepentant 
ftatc of being an enemy to God ! — 
How fearful is fuch a cafe, and how 
much to be dreaded is fuch a fitua^ 
tion ? 

The land tuito which Cain had w- 
rived was pleafing to the fight, and had 
plenty of fruits and dreams to water it; 
nor were materials wanting to build a 
hut; nor neither did the lonely pair 
decline induftry — for a few days after 
their arrival, upon the gently rifing 
plain which lay between two lofty 
mountains on the north and fouth, and 
a meandring brook of cryftal waters 
that enclofed the eaftern borders, and 

then 
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then with a folemn voice of echoing mur- 
murs ran down precipitately feveral fleep 
and craggy rocks that were of pebbly 
} greet, and therefore full of hollow fock- 
\ tts, wherein the flooded pearls of dafhing 
Waves threw out, with impetuous- force, 
their copious ftores, which, mixing with 
^iie tumbling iheets, made the cafcade 
flhower of pearly dews, adding beauty 
^nd grandeur to the works of nature, 
^nd, of courfe, fublimely great. The 
Cither point unto the weft had woods of 
^wful and ftupendous height, whofe 
c:opfe and fpruce were impenetrable; for 
Xxnto Pifon, the great river of Eden, was 
this mighty foreft planted by the hand 
^f God. 

*Twas here Cain, and his helpmate, 
Taifed their hut, and firft laid open the 
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foil to receive the feeds of the earth ; and 
in left than a year faw themfelves pof- 
felled of another fon, which Cain gave 
«the name of Enoch, and in his name 
he called the new relidence he had now 
poffeffed; and without further occur* 
rence faw a fecond year completed^ 
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r T APPY are thofe who early fcek the 
^ -*• altar of devotion, whereby they en- 
ire unto themfelves the favour and guid- 
nee of • the Moft High ; for unto thofe 
bat .are thus endow'd with true wifdom, 
rill the great and glorious works of the 
imnipotent power be revcal'd; and he 
lall thereby flourilh in th<3 land iais a wil- 
3w tree adjacent to the ft ream : his words 
ball cloath him with true regard from 

angels 
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angels and men, and in the end of hw. 
days fhall he rejoice in the arm of the 
Almighty, for in him is his ftrength and 
his refuge ; nor fhall he be forfaken in 
the hour of diflblution, for his hope is on 
high, and lives beyond the dark man« 
(ions of the grave ; and in faith of fuch 
aifurance and true belief, he lays him 
down in peace, and fmiles at the flum* 
ber of death ; for he hath lived in cha- 
rity, and dies in fuch love, fo that ht 
cannot feel the fling of death ; nor it 
the grave a viClor over him, for he 
foweth in corruption with a certainty to 
reap incorruptible fruit in that day when 
the world Ihall be judged in righteouf- 
nefs ; for he is furc his reward will not 
be withheld, and in him whom he trufls 
cannot be fhaken ; for his kingdom is 
without meafure in its duration, as is 

his 
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iis mercy in plenitude to thofe who ear- 
^cftly feek it, and is found of all thofe 
^hat fearch for it. 

As the hart is refrefhed by the cool* 
ing refervoir in the ihaded banks of the 
flow-moving level of a deep cut rill, 
whofe fource is little more than conti- 
±mcd drops, yet by a paffage through the 
plain, fills the hollows up to its level ; 
l^hen flie retires from the fun -burnt 
cli£F to evade the darting rays of mid- 
day fun, or the hard breathing toil of 
Meeting from the relentlefs hunter's ea- 
ger chace, when the flood alone can fave 
her from inftantaneous death, and gives 
the wearied animal new vigour to elude 
the dangers that portend, fo were the 
joys of Cain and his fpoufe, when 
from the hand of Heaven a female was 
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added to their family. Herein, faid 
Cain, fliall my name be perpetuated; 
for until this time did I doubt the good- 
nefs of Heaven, and held fufpicions 
that my name would be blotted out 
from amongft thoft who Ihauid reple- 
niffi and multiply the fons of meui 

Mahala was far exceeding her hu(band 
in devout praifes unto the Lord, and in 
her enraptured ecftacy fainted away into 
an heavy fwoo». 

' The unexpefted fight alilay'd the ex- 
ulting joys of Cain, and inftantly he 
funk into extreme fadnefs : — Alas ! he 
cried, am I fuch an- unfortunate wretch 
as to be the fport of time, and the par- 
taker of the bitternefs of many deaths ! 
— O whence had I this torment ! I have 

been 
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httn from my early days, until now^. a 
^uoumcr, and a man of forrows. In vain 
"^o I feek repofe, for fin and death are 
"Conftantly at my door ; my deferts are 
fuch, .1 fhall not be freed from continual 
tribulationsjfor in error is my underfland- 
ing bewildered, and from evil I cannot 
feparate the imaginations of my heart* 
O wretched man, thy bl effing fcems to 
Corerun thy curfe ! — Hah ! is fhe ftill 
^live ? — Heavens ! — Hoa! my dear Ma- 
iala! 

He then embraced her in his arms, and 
adminiftered a fpicy fruit, whofe aromatic 
•effluvia foon reftor'd the figns to animat- 
ed ftrcngth, and gave Cain a fecond joy. 

Ah ! my dear, faid JMahala, where- 
fore doll thou repine ? — Although de- 

•grived'

prived of ftrength in offices of external 
fenfation, yet I di(lin8;ly heard your 
words, which were not befitting thy fitu* 
ation, nor as a finite being of tranfitory cx- 
iftence in this life ; for thou know'ft well 
that the decrees of Heaven are juft and 

faithful, and therefore upon what pretext 
are thy complaints ? 

Thy forrows for my feeming difTolu* 
tion were unbecoming, for thou didft 
not feek a remedy, or try an experi- 
ment to fave a fleeting breath, but 
vended thy diflike to the will of the 
Moft High. 

Cain, unable to anfwer to her charge, 
in fad filence groan'd without a reply. 
Again fhe refumed her admonition; 
when he in fullen filence withdrew, 

leaving 
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aving his fon and new -bom daughter 
Mahala's feeble care. 



No fooner was Cain ftom the prefence 
his wiiFe, whom he conceived* to be 
error, than he ftrayed into the un- 
own paths of the extenfive foreft, 
lich bounded his meadow'd plain — 
d in a deep vaulted furrow took his 
ly onward, not knowing whither, nor 
nfidering to what end, or upon what 
etence, he ftrayed through the difihal 
unt.

me in its original isffence and fourcc, 

hich is God ; and it is the difference 
. the fubjeft, or recipient, that alone 
iries the form of it. Man has a three- 
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fold capacity, or recipiency, one above 
anpther, which no other creature has, 
and therefore is receptive of the fpiri- 
tual and rational, as well as of the ani- 
mal life. The exercife and improve- 
ment of the* faculties open the two for- 
mer; but where they continue Ihut, he is 
no better than a fenfual animal (as is to 
be feen in too many, not only among 
favages but nominal Chriftians) though 
the root of his nature being in the eter- 
nal world, thence he muft be of immortal 
continuance in exiftence, whether ojF good 
or evil fociety.

They who attain no higher than the 
rational life in this world, may be great 
fcholars, and able to fpeculate highly, 
to reafon deeply, and talk profoundly on 
dark or abftrufe fubjefts; but if they 

advance 
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advance not to fome fenfe of fpiritual 
things, or to a confciencious difcharge 
of religious duties according to the 
light he receives from above, they can't 
reach to the fpiritual life here, and it 
is to be feared will remain fo through 
the unmeafurable fpace of all eternity ; 
for no new principle remains to be open- 
ed to the fpul in the other life ; for ac- 
cording to the word of truth, as man 
falls, (i. e. as he dies) fo is he to re-« 
main durin'g the boundlefs exiftence of 
eternal life — therefore her^ only is that 
great work to be performed ; for accord- 
ing to our a£lions does it appear to our 
own view, (our confciences) whether we 
are in the direft road to Heaven or Hell, 

Agreeable to this thefis*, and like to a 
man in a ftate of intoxication, who, 

E during 
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during his ebriety, <:onfiders not whi* 
ther hQ is bound, nor does he fear the 
gulph or cataraf): to which he is unwa- 
rily advancing, until fome confiderable 
flip, or accidental fall, reftores to him 
his abforbed fenfcs, ^hich were until 
then incapable of direftion, he roufe^ 
from his lethargic ftate of fenfation, and 
looking around with furprize, beholds 
his danger, fo were the faculties of Caia 
benumbed with gi'bfs ideas of fup^of- 
cd wrongs proceeding from his loving 
fpoufe, who loved him as her better 
half, yet he, by erroneous meafure, 
<aw her in another light, therefore judg- 
ed her fevere and harlh. Anon the 
rifing bo\f(s of tufted bay-trees, with a 
loud ruftling of the leaves, difclofed 
the combat of a terrific view. A tigrefs 
robbed of her young by the lion's vora- 
cious 
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cious appetite, had, in the fa£l, con- 
vinced herfelf the potent chief of tht 
quadruped race was guilty of the mur* 
fi'rous deed, and in a furious rage of 
*wrath and unrelenting flexibilityi at<* 
tacked the barbarous defpoiler of her 
tender care. — The lion thus affail'd, in 
a plight not prepared for a contending 
snatch of powerful exertion in brutal 
ftrength, was, by the vigour of the 
tigrefs, fadly hurt ere he was in a con- 
dition of preparation ready to return the 
falute« Added to this misfortune of 
being furprized by the painful dam of 
the wild brood of cubs, the mate of 
the forrowful female came to her aflifl- 
ance, and without enquiring the caufcj 
(as evidently he could not) nor yet look- 
ing to any matter that might lead him to 
a difcovery, inftinftively alfifted his mate>

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who, both together, ply'd the royal brut« 
t^ith a fufficient match to his great {kill 
in fight and mighty (trength. 

'Twas here Cain was convinc*d he was 
in the mouth of danger — he fled afide, 
but fcarce knew which way to run, for 
the foreft echoed with the mighty roar 
— the fight was as defperate as doubt- 
ful; but at length the ftraying mortal 
few the lion viflorious, at the fame time 
faw the poor animals expiring in defend- 
ing their lawful right ! — Is this juftice ? 
fays the fon of Adam : — if it is, thea 
what are wrongs ? — But fcarce had he 
fpoke thefe words, when the lion, through 
lofs of blood and dreadful rents and 
wounded flefli, fell down lifelefs near 
the fpot.

* Ah ! faid Cain, I fee ray error— I draw 
conclufions precipitately — my temper 
is hafty — I muft curb that dangerous 
£re that too oft has kindled my foul into 
a flame — 1 fee a leiTon in the dark re- 
defies of the crouded foreft — this brute, 
^who was the conqueror and the aggreflbr, 
was not long triumphant ; he periflied ia 
iiis guilt ! 

My parents were kind and tender tm 
me w|ien I had robb'd them of a goodl|r 
fon ; yet I felt no inclination to confefs 
my guilt, otherwife than by aggravating 
vaunts of wickednefs in the hour of ray 
frantic fadnefs : ,— No, I did not lefleti 
the horror of the deed by applying 
balfam to the wound I gave their hearts, 
but relentlefsly quitted the plains ' of

^nd hearing the fighs and lamentations 
of her filler Mahala, her curiofity had 
fuch influence over her watch, that flxe 
iy$.$ guided folely to know the iifue of 
the Ipnefome haunt ihe faw her kindred 
haftening to get unto, as the thickeft 
part of the difmal ihade was their di- 
reOiion. 

By Cain's voice and gloomy obferva- 
tion, (he heard and underllood diilin£tly 
ihat towards the eaft of the flowery plain 
was the route deflin'd to the unhappy 
family* 

Further, the oriental radiant ftar of 
night was the guidance of Mahala and 
her fpoufe, as onward they haftily di- 
reded their footfteps over the eaftem

whole of thdr coUefled waters at once^ 
and by their iniquity in doing that whick 
• pleafed their fight, and reftraining them* 
felves from nothing that was fenfual or 
unclean, they became as mighty giant$ 
in the earth, and in procefs of time 
drew down the vengeance of the Moft 
High to deftroy the world for their 
fakes; inafmuch as they had, by their 

crying 
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Ciying fins^ tainted the whole race of 
mankind, and none was found faithful 
but one man, even Noah, and through 
his righteoufnefs was his family faved to 
perpetuate the world, 

Cain having with daily expiation for 
bis fins x)ffered with a contrite heart a 
^ntinual -prayer, and at length attempt* 
id to offer mnto God a fin offering and 
m offering of peace, in which Mahala 
iffifted with a purity of heart and a pe« 
mUar joy, for the grace of the Mod 
ffigh to bring to a fAife of his guilt her 
[>nce fuffering and accurs'd partner, now. 
^ough mercy accepted of God, for 
his altars flione with brightnefs, and 
his offerings were confumed in a pillar 
rf a towering cloud, emblematical of 
God's gracious favour, fo that Cain^

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with his heart and voice raifed in melodjr 
to God, gave thanks unto him whofe it 
is to give life of health and plenitude of 
grace to preferve man from the erriDp 
and ftrayings of his warfare in this ftaU .

Almighty a commiflion of peace, to 
reft in comfort thro* the aflurance .(rf 
the feal of pardon granted at the^ Chrif- 
tian facrifice for fin, in the commemo- 
rating the body and blopd of the Lord 
Jefus Chrift, who has, by his precious 
blood, walh'd us from our pollutions, 
and will, if we feek his fpiritual king- 
dom, prefent us before his father fpot* 
lefs and without a blemifh, to be num-

O Chriftian people, who are under the 
eaTy yoke and light burden of redemp-

life and immortafity, and to avoid fin 
-jmd everlafting death. 
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IN forrow let the perpetrators of m^ 
lediftioij mourn the foulnefs of their 
crimes ; for from a compunftion of foul 
is the penitent known : . of rfiis a tender 
and a wounded confcience bear per^ 
petual record; otherwife the convert^ 
under his^difguife of fanftity, is at belt 
but the wretched impoftor of hypocrifjr, 
the conftant agent of fin, and the fore-

The rank of 
title, the ■ empty vaunts of fimple mor- 
tals, but a day of childifli toys that fc- 
cures no lafting peace, no profitable 
Jiold. whereto we can refort in the hour 
of trouble, the trying time of danger^ 
when the pale and grim-vifag'd king oP 
terrors Aides back the curtain and pre* 
fents the hour-gUfs alreact^ run down ; 
'tis now the condenwi'd mortal, whoCs 
floom is announc'd^ will frankly awn^ 
that in the croud of flatterers who were 
WQut to feign and raife monuments of 
immortal infallibility in their adu}at02)^ 
encomiums, there were none hon^lL.noi: 
, fincere who poflefs'd unadorn'd truthi foj 
all their mock refpefi; is now upoa the 
eve of dayl; oblivion, never to be agaia 
remembered* 

Ala»! 
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. Alas! the compliment of my lord, 
his grace, or even majefty itfelf, i& of 
00 avail; for the fleeting foul difem-* 
bodiedj and now difencumbered with 
grofler matter, is ready to appear naked 
before the eyes of its original fource; 
the fountain of life, even the father of 
fpirits, whofe it is to reward the immor« 
tal part, as in its days of probation in & 
fublunary and tranfitory dwelling in the 
flefh it doth merit as the produ& of its 
meafured fpan of time. 

Behold miriads of angels prefent all in 
waitings ready to accompliih the order 
of the Deity ! Think, O my foul, upon 
thy ftate ; art thou ready to be call'd to- 
uight unto the dreadful hour of divine 
infpedion? 

F e Thus, 
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Thus, in fome meafure, was the (oli^ 
loquy of Cain, as Mahala entered his 
tent, with a coiiintenance different from 
what Ihff^ heretofore had affum'd fince 
their departure (torn the fertile plains pf 
Salem, where Ihe was wont to accept the 
chaftc embrace of gentle Abel ; for al- 
though Cain had no idea of the rank or 
diftinftions of future ages, yet he had 
a lively fenfe of the frailty of the flelh, 
and of the doom pronounced againfl the 
life of man ; therefore were his cogitative 
faculties bufied upon the ftate of mortal 
uncertainty, as alfo that of the certainty 
of life immortal ; for oS, thofe particular 
matters had he heard his parents fre- 
quently converfe, who had at an early 
period inculcated precepts of praftical 
application into him. 



He 
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He was in his contemplative parts per^^ 
haps more fublime than our degenerate 
days will give us fcope of imagination, 
which no doubt made his conceptive 
properties more fully charged with un- 
tainted breathings of fceptic doflrine, 
than our polifh of religious days can pre- 
tend to ; fQr he was converfant with the 
Hate of his dark account with the great 
author of his being, and was in full con- 
feflion unto the Deity, giving evidence 
againft bis deeds, as Mahala entered. 

No fooner had Mahala given him the 
morn falute, than fhe entertain'd him 
with the ivifions of her fleep. I am 
convinc'd (faid Ihe) that ftill doth part 
of our oflFspring' live whom we had fup- 
pos'd devoured of the voracious animab 
in the wood, when in our journey from 

F 3 Salem. 
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Salem hither. — ^And then with a long dc^ 
tail of particulars, ihe narrated the fa38 
fte judged would corroborate the circum- 
ftances of her affertions ; to which Cain 
paid due attention. 

After various inferences drawn b^' 
either, the refult whereof was thus con— • 
clirded : — - that in a future day, the)^ 
would together vifit the land of thci^ 
niativity, and exchange forgivenefs and- 
pardon with the firft created of men, his 
partner, and their oflFspring then refident 
there —- alluding to Adam, Eve, Thirza, 
as alfo others who were their Wethren, 
that fince their departure might havf 
been rifen up to mature eftate. 

This conclufion drawn, as the ulti- 
matum of their intentions; Cain and 

Mahala 
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Mahala were now determined on the cr- 
rand* to return once more to Salem, but 
not to remain, and only as fojoumers in- 
the land, pay their vifit thither. 



NOW it was that Cain begati to feek 
for a fpot of inheritage to fettle the pofte* 
rity of his progeny ; and to that intent 
had fele£led the rifing mounts of feven 
gently-fwellipg hills that gtac'd the mid-' 
land plain. 

Enoch, now grown up to man's eftate, 
his father gave unto him three of his 
daughters to be his wives, "Iffibith he 
took unto him and rais'd up a name 
ttnto his father ; therefore was Gain re* 
jotc'd, itnd C»\l'd the citj^ Which he had 

F4 rais'd 
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rais'jd in fome part, to-be finifli*d only 
by the ri-fing generations of his ofFspring, 
after the name of his fon, fo that it was 
afterwards kaown by the name of the 
city of Enoch, or Chanock, until the 
deluge. 

^ This* w^ ^ tiiale that was born unto 
Enoch of his wife Camuelah, the firft- 
born female in the land of Nod ; there-- 
fore was an indulgence given vthat (he 
might name the fon fhe was grac'd with 
as the firft fruits in the land of her nati« 
vity ; and the child was called Irad, fig* 
nifying the firft fruits ; 

Troia whom fprung a great nation j 
as Mehujael, tjie fon of Irad, was the 
father of Methufael, of whom Lamech . 
was bom, whofe wives were Adah and 

Zillah, 
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Zillah. Tbe firft produced Jabal, the 
father of thofe who pofleifed flocks, and 
maintained their nation in a continual 
camp ; and unto her who was the fecond, 
or laft taken wife, (Zillah} was bom Ju- 
bal, the author of melody, for he was the 
firfl; who taught muiic unto his children; 
from, whom fprung the fcience ; fo that 
all nations afterwards were charmed with 
their dexterity in that art of harmonious 
founds, called muiic. 

. Alfo unto Zillah was bom Tubal- 
Cain, the firft who wrought as an arti* 
ficer in brafs, iron, and wood, where-" 
by carv'd and molten images were en» 
grav'd, — Hence idols were invented, -r- 
This was him of whom the ancient wri- 
' ters report, that Lamech wa$ by far 
more guilty than his grandfire. Cain, 

, for 
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for he flew his brethren to inherit their 
poffeffions; but for the foulnefs of his 
crimes he found not a place torepenti 
therefore was he marked with the dreads 
ful afpefl of Cain ; for to him bad ter« 
ror and wild difmay painted his cou«ite« 
nance with fear, fa that none could look 
«pon him without admiration, and of 
being fully convinced he was the 
wretched man who had filed innocent 
blood, 

Cain having at length finiih'd a^ much 
of the city of Enoch as he judg'd would 
be neceflary for his progeny during his 
own life, and made outlines of thofe 
buildings he wilh'd to be completed, as 
in courfe fhould be wanted as they in* 
creas'd in number. To regulate the 
cufloms of this city, the founder had 

©rdain'd 



crrdaifii'd fuch laird as he €oneeiv*d Would 
be mbit falutary for tb/Qir imernal faf^ty 
aidd united benefit. 

But what avails matins ftatutes and 
compttlfai^ law^, where the divine pre* 
cepts have not been the fundaittental 
maxims of its ftru£lure? Like to tht 
inexperienced feaman, who * refts himfelf 
on fiiore within the track of the flowing 
fide, and in his filent flumbers of fond 
indulging dreams^ awakes in frightful 
furprizdf to find the flood aflails him oq 
every fide, and feds fi6 method of 
efcape, and in his vain exertions fink3 
beneath th^ furfirig wave, fo were tht 
edifls of Cain composed, with at tender 
regard of mutual intereft and brotherly 
love, with affeflionate regard for pa- 
rentSj and a fendernefs for children; 

yet 



\ 
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|ret were no coHimandment given to 
fear and ferve the Lord; nor rules of 
condu£l in that refpe£l:9 which arofe 
from the want of talents to eflFe6l; that 
work, and jplainly fliew'd thic Lord was 
nqt with , thqfe who were to occup]^ 
therein. 

Many were the attempts of Cain to m< 
Ail knowledge and refpe£tful awe of the 
fupreme within the growing faculties of 
his foil and daughters, as alfo of their 
offspring ; but in this he fail'd ; for they 
were now become a headftrong race : nor 
were they longer fubjeft to the maternal 
regard and kind admonitions of their 
mothen 

Cain was now fenfible that the new 
fettlcment allotted to his offspring would 

be 
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be in time a city of idolatry and wicked- 
nefs ; for many eftrang'd notions from 
the do£);rine of him and of his enlighten* 
ed fpoufe, which were regarded as fa- 
bles and themfelves as fabulifts, were 
broach'd as orthodox, to be by their 
refpeftive relatives attended to: nor were 
the hoft of Heaven exempted from their 
evil doClrine, fo much were they prone 
to ftir up the \^rath of Heaven to bring 
them to deflruftion, 

r 

In this falling off was the now peni- 
tent manflayer convinc'd the vilitation 
of wrath which hung upon his head was 
now tranfplanted and tranfpofed with 
his offspring to encreafe in abundance : 
— nor was Mahala lefs convinc'd ; yet ; 
fhe wanted knowledge of the aftions 
of her houfehold to be acquainted with 

their 
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their perverfenefs ; nor did ftie fuppofe 
their evil fuggeftions and inventioni 
could devife fo many parts of idolatry 
as thofe they praQifed. And as thef 
daily encreas'd in flrength and years, 
fo were their various fchemes of itiW 
quity magnified* 

I 

Mahala being refolv*d to vilit hef at* 
tive land of Salem^ reminded Cain df 
his promife ; to which he, withJbeCoiil* 
ing regard gave attention. They there- 
fore begun to adjufl their houfehold ere 
they departed thence. 

Cain, with a parental tendernefs, fum* 
jnoned all his oiBFspring to hear hil 
words ; which they, with fome entreaty, 
attended to hear* 



^ . Now 
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Now being feated on a raifed fcaffold, 
with a folemn and manly afpe^, he en« 
treated them, who were his children 
and his auditors, to hear with patience 
the whole of his difcourfe, and to b« 
edified thereby; for unto them would 
advife be fbortly wanting ; and by due 
refpeft unto his words, perhaps they 
might for the moft part avoid the temp« 
tor's fnare^ who was now become a lion 
in his way, who fear'd his firengtfa, yet 
waited to conquer the tender flioots of 
his inexperienced progeny ; and thrice 
calling aloud unto the afiembly, he beg- 
ged them to be filent whilft he tdk'd 
unto them for their edification ; and with 
a folemn air he thus began: 

O my tender children, in the fubtilty 
of the enemy of your foulS| littk are 

you 
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you acquainted ; which to guard agaihft 
L (hall briefly relate unto you the re- 
maining part of the experience of my 
days, with an hiftory of thofe tranfac- 
tions which the remembrance of,' ftill 
weighs down my foul into the duft ; for 
with a bitternefs of anguifh do I feel tht 
pangs that arife in^my bread by reafon of 
the indifcretion of my youth. Formerly 
I related the particulars of the creation 
of my parents unto you, which yoH 
feem'd to attend to with becoming re« 
fpe£l and awful attention ; but then I left 
untold the caufe of my journeying to tlus 
diftant land. And now be informed O 
xny children, that difobediencQ and re- 
vgardlefs attention to my parents' com- 
mands, were the firfl inlets to thofe vices 
which gave rife to all my troubles. My 
parents were equally attach'd to the ref- 

peQive 
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peftive perfons of their family; yet I 
faw with eyes of difcontent and envy 
a partial kindnefs towards my only bro- 
ther, and by degrees was wrought to 
feek his life, as the only means to efta* 
blifli my peace: fo artfully had the fiend 
deceived me' to perpetrate the horrid 
deed of flaying my brother, for which 
caufe I hither fled. Here the whole af-* 
fembly were mov'd with indignation a- 
gainft their parent, and fliew d their dif- 
like to his conduft ; but not in fuch fort 
as to raife his apprehenfions into exer« 
tions for his fafety . However, after fome 
clamour of difcontent^ the noife fubfided^ 
and he thus continued : 

Yes, my children, I was guilty of 
murder; even of fratricide; and was 
further tempted to add crimes equally 

atrocious, 
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atrocious, but was reftrained througli 
the goodnefs of our Creator* So nov 
enforce this precept, .that none of you 
be doubtful of parental tendemefs, nor 
urge for partial regard above thy bre- 
thren* 

it would little avail unto your go* 
verntnent and direflion to be acquaint* 
ed minutely with my temptations ; but 
in my precepts may you, thio' gtace^ 
find fome guidance when I am reniov'd 
far from hence, or am mingled with 
my native duil ; for unto that COndi« 
tion muft we all return. 

In your youthful defires you may' 
be inclined to indulge your appetites, 
but be always under reftraint by youf 
reafonable faculties to curb thofe paf* 

fions 
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fioiu that would pat you under fubjec-* 
lion ; foir, of all others, thofe are the 
tnoll dangerous. Had I been under 
thofe circumfpe£t rules, I fhould not 
have been an outcaft from my native 
land. 

I again intreat you to avoid thofe loofe 
delires that may endanger your liberty ; 
and in your joinmg together, be faith« 
ful unto each other; and as foon as 
your feed fhall be increafed, let no nigh 
kindred be feen to meet in the folemnity 
of hufband and wife, but get you as far 
apart in kindred as you can with pro«» 
priety extend* 

Here Cain added various precepts 
and wholefome advice in his rules and 
inaxims in the orderly condufl of his 

oflFspring, 
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pfFspring, which took him many hour J 
in the feridus narration^ adn>omtions> and 
councils. 

However, upon concluding his dif- 
courfe he found many diffatisfied; whilft 
others were refraftory, and difregarded 
the words of the narrative,' or of liii 
moft wliolefome councils, or of the wif- 
dom which, by his years and long expe- 
rience, he was capable to utter, in his 
remarks upon various parts and par-^ 
ticular p^Sages of his fubjeCl, yet he 
found but few inclined to 'adopt any of 
his maxims, and fewer fiill feemed to 
give credence to the words of his lawSi 
but were dire£led folely by their carnal 
minds. 

Thus Cain endeavoured to inculcate 

the 
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tile feeds of grace within t|ie rifing plants 
of his produ6lion, but with what fuc- 
. tels we fhall not pretend to recount, as 
in this regard he fell within the error 
of his improper indulgence to his fon 
Enoch and his daughters, who were now 
all t>ecome the wives of this reftive fon 
4»f Cain. 

To fct bounds unto the unfettled fitu- 
atioh of the roaring billows, might be 
with equal fuccefs attempted as to 
guard againft the exceflfes of Enoch's 
fon« and daughters, who were with their 
father he^dlefs of- the commands or in* 
junftions of parentage, therefore {light- 
ly regarded ^11 the wbrdis that were, 
with a fond regard for their welfare, fo 
laborioufly aimed to render them fer- 
vice by their common father, Cain, ere 

he 
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he fet for^^rd for the land ofSatexa. 
and. mote pisirticulariy, diflatisfaflion a^ 
rofe upon th^ difclofure of Mahala'c 
fond fuggeftion of her children that were 
born there, being ftill alive, and that her 
defire was to add them and their increafe^ 
if providence had fo decreed that thtf 
were ftill alive, and fhould be found oi 
her. 

Murmurlngs and difcord enfued <m 
hearing of tbis news ; for no roots oC 
kind and tender affe^ion or brotherly 
love grew up with his* feed which fprung 
up in the land of Nod, for unto .aU 
was the diabolical principle of .cove« 
toufnefs and felfiih inclinations to pro* 
traft the rife or progrefs of the welfare 

ft 

of ftrangcrs, or even of the neareft af- 
finity, if their refpcftire interefls clafh'd 

witk 
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^hh that of tho£e the^ fappofed to be 
within the orbit of their circumfcrip- 
iion« 

Such were the natural endowments of 

Ihe race of Cain, who were partake!^ 

m multiplied degrees of their father's 

^urfe» altho' he found grace to repent of 

ius fall ; yet his lineal defcendants did 

not efcape the contagion, but grew up as 
. ' ' * 

lions of the foreft, to deftroy the peace 

and happinefs, and in^event the well-do- 
ing of all others who were inclined 
to lives of lefs vicious exploits thaq 
^emfelves. 

In fine, Cain and Mahala were re- 
duced to ilraits ere they could, with 
any decorum, appeafe the tumult of 
their offspring in Nod, or get then^ 

to 



1 
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to comply with their intentions of vifiN 
in^ the land of Salem. 

However, after folemn proteftations on 
the part of Cain and Mahala, that none 
of their o£Fspring, bom in Salem, Ihould 
be convey 'd to Nod on their return, bttt 
fhould fojoum there, and come thither 
again without any increafe or addition in 
their family* 

Having now adjufted the feveral mat- 
ters that were found neceifary previous 
to their departure, early upon the firft 
day of the week did Cain and Mahala 
begin their journey towards the land of 
Salem, and were forely grieved to fee 
their numerous family a6ling only as 
commanders over them, by enjoining 
under penalties, to aft according to 

their 
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their diredions, and to find that no trace 
of filial duty was in their compofition. 

Having dire filed' their courfe to the 
clofe -tufted foreft, they entered the con- 
fines of the difmal dw^ellings of all the 
fierce quadrupeds, yet with an affurance 
of God's grace and favour they travell'd 
onward ; with hearts raifed to Heaven to 
implore a continuance of that blefling, 
they continued their journey thro' the 
tracklefs defarts and lonely waftes of un- 
known climes* . ' 
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BE propitious, O ye powers ^vine! 
unto all thofe who by their truth 
in feeking for the bleffing of a fcrcne 
confcience, {hall tread the paths of reli- 
gious humility, who vaunteth not her- 
felf, and is not puflF'd up with the emp- 
tinefs of vanity, whofe fwelling words 
are but as a blaft of wind never to be 
relied on. Be kind ye celeftial minifters 
unto all your care on this terraqueous 

fphere ; 
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fphtire; let not tby cteii^ be ftfrfd:en^ 
O blefs'd fj^ttit, in that lie dumbleth ftom 
thy difeftidn ; l^ thbu kind and indal*^ 
gent, n\or report aught in thy pacffion thafr 
ftiay appear in the i^eedrds of the laft ia^ 
againft thy p^il, whereby his account 
may appear unfeCtied, and the balance) 
not in his favour. 

Front the wicked no good proceedeth, 
nor can the bitters fend forth fweetnefs. 
Shall the raven be held in ellimation* 
with the dove ? or will the wolf be ac-* 
cepted of as the lamb ? furely none of 
thofe things can coitie to pafs ! — there- 
fore, why is the known pofition of 
man's knowledge blindly looked into ? 
for unto men are the treafures of ,the 
earth revealed ; elfe, whence the pro-^ 
grefs of brethren in human knowledge -

As the tree is known by its fruits, 
whether good or evil, fo are the off- 
fpring of the good and evil man diftin- 
guifh'd ; for unto the former, the favour 
ftiewn unto the parent is not forgotten 
in the child; but in the latter, the 
wrath kindled againft the father conti- 
nues to blaze in oppofition to the fon ; 

for 
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for of the father's iniquities which he 
hath committed, (hall the fon's vifitations 
be in recompenCe ; fo that juftice fhall 

be fatisfy*d in fuch generations*

Then it is no matter of furprize to 
find the evil feed performing evil deeds ^ 

fbr in the- days of grofs imaginations 
ahd^ a bitternefs of heart were the chil- 
diiti of Cain begotten, nor did return 
with all his heart unto his maker until 
a later period ; hence it may be infer- 
redi this generation were inheritors of 
theirfather's. curfe, which to theiiifelves* 
by evil works, they greatly 'magnified^ 
and had a manifold indreafe;

and perceiving that his oflFspring were^ 
with a becoming and zealous piety, at« 
tentive to make ready the altars with^e 
facrifices according to their numbers and 
refpeflive genealogies.
